Objectives Outlined For Diocesan Council Of Catholic Men 


The new Constitution of the Diocesan Council 
of Catholic Men refers to these objectives as reasons 
for its existence: 

(a) To unify the Catholic men of the diocese in 
& program of Catholic Action; 

(b) To carry out any mandate or special work 
designated by the Bishop of the diocese; 

(c) To promote the objectives of the National 
Council of Catholic Men. 

It is noted that the federation of parish men’s 
sodalities will not interfere in any manner with the 
government of, or violate the autonomy of, any 
society or organization affiliated with it. The mem- 
bers in the Diocesan Council will consist of paro- 
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chial organizations of men and of such inter-paro- 
chial Catholic organizations within the Diocese of 
Fort Wayne as are approved by the Bishop. The 
pastor of a parish will determine which parish so- 
ciety should be affiliated. ; 

The, deanery and diocesan officers will be the 
same as in most organizations, namely, President, 
Vice-president, Recording and Corresponding Secre- 
tary, Treasurer and Marshal. 


Board Of Directors 


The Board of Directors of the Diocesan Feder- 
ation shall consist of (a) the officers of the Diocesan 


Council; (b) the presidents of the Deanery Councils; 
(c) the Chairmen of the Diocesan Standing Commit- 
tees; (d) one representative of each interparish af- 
filiated organization; (e) the two immediate past 
presidents of the Diocesan Council; (f) not more 
than five members, appointed-at-large, who will be 
selected by the president with a view to obtaining 
for the Council the services of men of special talents 
or abilities.

“I have learned to pray.” 

Not long after this, there was 
another public tribute to the effi- 
cacy of prayer. Perhaps you re- 
call reading in the public: prints 
about the wife of the business ex- 
ecutive who was offered the free- 
dom of his young sons by the Ro- 
manian Reds on condition that-he 
turn traitor against the land of 
which he became a citizen a short 
time before. The parents of the 
boys being held as hostages by the 
Romanian Communists had _ to 
make a great decision, but they 
made it with the interests of their 
adopted country foremost and their 
own emotions as parents second- 
ary. The boys’ mother revealed 
that in her hour of need she turn- 
ed to prayer before the statue of 


St. Anthony of Padua, “The Pro- 
tector of Children,” in St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral in New York City. 

“Our prayers will be heard,” was 
the simple expression of faith by 
this mother. 


Confessions In The Pigpen 


Despite the Red persecution in 
South China, Catholics journeyed 
miles to find a priest. “We heard 
confessions in the pigpen,” recalls 
Father Edmonds. “We gave Com- 
munion in the front room, or in 
any other unlikely place.” Finally 
Father was discovered and put un- 
der house arrest.—Maryknoll.

T was a long road which this 


writer traveled, a road which 


led him from his official position as chaplain of the Ku 
Klux Klan to the baptismal fount of a Catholic church. Like 
many other members, Dr. Young did not realize the un-

character and honesty that when he perceived its true char-

Plenary Indulgence may be gained 
for a soul in purgatory as often as 
Mass is celebrated and applied in 
its behalf at such an altar. 


Not long ago we carried an in- 
struction in this column on the 
subject of Indulgences, but it 
might be well for you to be more 
familiar with that subject — be- 
cause of the Martin Luther motion 
picture which distorts the Church's 
teaching and position on Indul- 
gences. We wish to reiterate what 
an Indulgence is: 

It is the remission, in whole or in 
part, of the temporal punishment 
due to sins whose guilt has already 


been remitted through the Sacra-| 


ment of Penance. The usual con- 
ditions for the gaining of a Plenary 
Indulgence are: (1) sincere re- 

ntance and the reception of the 

craments of Penance and of the 
Holy Eucharist; (2) a visit to a 
church or a public oratory (chap- 
el); (3) special prayers for the 
intentions of the Holy Father. The 
prayers most commonly said are 
the Our Father, the Hail Mary, and 
the Glory be to the Father six 
times.

Suddenly, as the executor 
was placing the black hood over 
his head, the killer shrieked out 
at the priest, ‘Why do they wait 
until the rope is around my neck 
before they start to do something?’

She is said to 
be “terrible as an army set in 
battle array.” Hence it is fitting 
that the Legion of Mary should be 


organized after the form of one of | 


the greatest military forces ever 
known to man, the army of ancient 
Rome. 

The spirit of the Roman Legion 
may be summed up as one inspired 
by submission to authority, an un- 
flagging sense of duty, persever- 
ance in the face of obstacles, en- 


durance in hardship, and loyalty | 


to the cause in the tiniest details 
of duty. That was the pagan ideal 
of reliable service. The ideal of 


Mary's Legion is that it should | 


possess this virility—but super- 
naturalized and tempered and 
sweetened by contact with her who 
can best teach the secret of loving, 
gracious service. 

The very names which the 
Legion uses come from the ancient 
Roman Legion. A unit or “squad” 
of Legionaries forms a _ parish 
Praesidium (a Latin word for a 
detachment of the Roman Legion 
performing special, trusted duties). 
Officers of various Praesidia in a 
given district form a Curia; officers 
of Curiae 
Senatus; 
Senatus, in turn, are subject to a 
central council or Cencilium. The 


Concilium, located in Dublin, 
Ireland is vested with supreme 
governing authority—subject al- 
ways to ecclesiastical authority. 


Thus through a chain of commands 
as in an army, all Legionaries 
throughout the world are united 
in the service of the Church under 
the banner of Our Lady. 

The Legion was started in 
Dublin in 1921 by obscure people— 
fifteen lay people and a priest— 
who met on the eve of Our Lady’s 
Nativity to discuss how they could 
best please God and make Him 
loved in His world. From that dis- 
cussion came forth the Legion of 
Mary as it is today in ail its 
features. Their first work was 
visiting the sick poor in a county 
hospital, but they soon branched 
into all types of work for souls 
The first Praesidium was a spark of 
Divine Love which has spread into 
a Pillar of Fire that kindles every- 
where the fires of this same Divine 
Love. 

Legion envoys are dispatched 
throughout the world to explain 
the purpose of Mary's International 
Army and to organize new units 
The first Praesidium in the United 
States was made up of miners in 
New Mexico; the first in Canada 
of Indian graves; the first in 


Africa of tribesmen. These were | 


the forerunners of units of soldiers; 
of prisoners-of-war, who strove to 
convert their own captors; of con- 
scripted laborers: of convicts in 
some of the world’s worst prisons.

A Must In High School

Michael Kohne, a senior at Decatur Catholic high school, is 
the president of his class and co-editor of the school paper, the 
D C Hi Light.

Mike’s interests and skills are varied, not least among them being 
his musical talent. He is a gifted pianist, a member of the men’s 


choir, and an excellent dancer. 


What will become of you when 
you graduate from high school? 
Are you planning to go to college, 
or are you planning to step right 
out on your own into this big 
world? Without math you won't 
get very far either way. In my 
opinion, the time to take math is 
in high school. That is the time 
and place to get a good ground- 
work in math. 
to catch up on it later on. 

Some people do not seem to 
need much math; they can get 
along with nothing more than 
arithmetic. Others in their line 


of work need more math, such as} 


algebra and geometry. Still others 
need much math—like trigonomet- 
ry, calculus, and the higher 
branches. 

Who invented the automobile, 
airplane, radio, television, and 
many other of our electrical com- 
forts? The men who really know 
math are our scientists and engin- 
eers. Forty years ago, over a 
third of all the people who worked 
were unskilled. Today their total 
number has dropped from 13,400,- 
000 to 11,500,000. Meanwhile 
number of skilled and semi-skified 
workers has increased over the 
same period. 

We need trained people today. 
There are many boys and girls 
who have ability, but their math is 
weak. Draftsmen, molders, and 
pattern makers need a great deal 
of math, especially of geometry 
and trigonometry. A pharmacist 
has to be a chemist and no man 
can be a good chemist without a 
math background. But those who 
need math most are our scientists 
and engineers. There isa great 
demand for these technically-train- 
ed people. 

Today our wars are fought with 
machines. Airplanes, battleships, 
radar and atomic bombs are some 
of the instruments used. We need 
specially trained men to operate 
them. It is our engineers who de- 
signed these machines of war and, 
I repeat, the most important sub- 
ject of an engineer is math. 

Have you heard about those new 
calculating machines they are 
building today? They will solve all 
sorts of complicated problems ~at 
terrific speed. Bu e same old 
story—who invented these machin- 
es and who runs them? It takes a 
mathematician to manipulate them 
because problems have to be an- 
alyzed and fed to the machine be- 
fore it can compute. I believe

“We must not let sympathy lead 
us to give advice that will tend to 
lull souls to sleep in spiritual death 
rather than lead them to true su- 
pernatural contrition which alone 
can save them,” he said. 

“Father Vann seems to have put 
aside a fundamental rule of moral- 
ity in an effort to offer consolation 
to the afflicted,” he continued. 

Because the sin involved in an 
invalid marriage is the sin of adult- 
ery, Msgr. Stitt said, “no circum- 
stance or motive, however laudable 
however productive of tears of 
sympathy and compassion towards 
the individuals involved, can ever 
make the act good nor ever white- 
wash the act that moral bad- 
ness can be tolerated.” 

“The primary obligation in the 
case described would be to aban- 
don the sinful state,” Msgr. Stitt 
said. “The secondary circumstance 
that children are involved cannot 
alter that obligation.”

Survey Shatters Charge Catholics Are Given 
Preference In Government Security Offices 


Department, security officers said 
they did not see how anyone could 
tell whether an official was a Cath- 
clic or not, unless he knew inde- 
pendently of the records. They 
themselves do not know the “re- 
ligious preference” in any security 
case handled, except accidentally. 
A person may volunteer the infor- 
mation, close associates may reveal 
the information without being 
asked, or the man’s associations 
and affiliations may pretty well es- 
tablish his beliefs. But the security 
officers do not actually seek this 
information and are not concerned 
with it, they affirm. 

The persons who were laid off 
in the Foreign Operations Admin- 
istration were dismissed because 
Congress cut the appropriation for 
this work by about $15,000,000. 
Former Governor Stassen, head of 
FOA, was given 120 days by Con- 
gress to get administration working 
within the new budget. All dismis- 
sals were the responsibility of Mr. 
Stassen. He even devised a widely 
publicized intelligence test to help 
him in making the reductions in 
force. The security office of FOA 
had nothing to do with it.
